a EXPLAINED. 

We intervewed Mr. H. E. 
Maslin, the Maneger of Messrs, 
Getz Bros. and Co., of the Orient, 
Ltd., yesterday, to get an expres- 
sion of opinion on the prices of 
imported foodstuffs ‘into’ the 
Colony,.which, compared with 


three years ago, are. dearer than 
ever. When the armistice was des. 
clarec’ it. was foridly exp2éted 
that foodstuffs would be 
cheaper. Incidentally, it may 
be remarked that Messrs. 
Getz Bros, are the largest 
exporters of general food products 
in America, with offices’ in San 
Fransisco, Hongkong, Canton, 
Shanghai, Kobe, and elsawhere. 
Messrs. Getz Bros. export. food 
products to practically every 
country in the world, and in this 
connection the remarks of Mr. 
Maslin should be invested with a 
good deal of interest for local 
residents. Mr. Maslin bas been 
in the Colony for nearly’.four 
years and has studied the con- 
ditions and the local markets to 
a nicety. ° . 

Mr. Maslin, in the course of an 
explanation of the causes the 
present high prices for food, 
said :~~"There has been a tremen- 
dous world-wide demand for food 
products of all kinds. with the 
result that the 1918 crops and 
the “1919 pack ‘of all food pro- 
ducts in Ametica were entirelv 
exhausted and left surplus ta be 
carried into 1919. While the 
1919 crops were larger than the 


41918 ‘crops, the supply was quite 


insufficient to meet the world wide 
deniand, especally as the -United 
States. were sending tremendous 
quantities of food products of all 
kinds to Europe. There is

KAISER’S LETTERS. 


MORE. “WILLY-NICKY ~ 
CORRESPONDENCE. 

The Morning Post continues to 
publish from day today the series 
of letters written by the ex- 
Emperor of Germany tothe Tsar. 
from which we make the extracts 
given helow concerning events in 
the Far East during the period of 
the correspondence :— 


RAISBR'S OFFER TO MEDIATE. 


On"the day that the Crown 
Prince brought his bride to Berlin 
the Kaiser sends a letter to the 
Tsar informing him that the game 
is up and that he had better make 
peace with Japan. In previous 
letters it will be remembered, he 
was confident that Russia would 
win, and he egged the Tsar 
on to one desperate enterprise 
after another... Now, however, 
the Kaiser has got all he wanted. 
The Russian fleets have been 
destroyed, tho Russian armies 
have been weakened. thé Com- 
mercial Treaty had been signed 
a year before,and there is further 
the attractive prospect of a Five 
Power group te keep any “ hair- 
brained ’ Power (Great Britain, 
ef course) in order.. Therefore 
the Kaiser becomes very 
dithyrambic on the subject of 
peace, and so anxious is he that 
he adds that if “I could be of any, 
even smallest use to you for the 
preparatory stéps ta bring about 
peace, pray dispose of meat your 
leisure.” Only a year previously 
he had poured scorn on King 
Edward's efforts to mediate at 
a time when there was a pro- 
spect of Russia emerging from 
the struggle with her army.and 
navy comparatively intact, and 
he had insisted that “should in 


seem advisable to you it is clear 
that .the firet wish for it should 
come from you.” In letter 48 he 
dangles before the Tsar and befole 
himself the cheering prospext 
of a Five Power group of Russia, 
Germany.

DO MONKEYS TALK ? 


LATE DR. GARNER AND, 
" HIS CLAIMS. 

The death at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, in his seventy-second 
year, of Mr. R. L. Garner, the 
African traveller, who claimed, to 
understand the language of apes, 
recalls an interesting controversy 
of some thirty yeas. After hav- 
ing studied the “speech” and 
habits of monkeys in captivity, 
Mr. Garner went to Africa in 
1892, and-visited the Gabun, fhe 
bome of the gorilla. He stated 
that he dwelt in a steel cage for 
many months with a tamed 
chimpanzee, and expressed his 
conviction of the existence among 
apes of a primitive form of speech. 
He afterwards summarised his 
researches in various books. ~ 
With a view to ascertaining 
how far Mr. Garner's claims had 
been taken seriously in the 
scientific world, a representative 
of the Observer paid a visit to the, 
Zoological Gardens in the hope of 
finding that it was now possible to 
understand something of the 
animated conversation being car- 
ried on in the Monkey House. A 
brief interview, however, with Mr. 
R.1. Pocock, F.B.S., the Super- 
intendent of the Gardens, soon 
disabused his mind of any fallacies 
as to converse between animals.

Mr. Garner's experiments and 
claims, he learned. had never 
been received seriously over here. 
and the African explorer had fail- 
ed to impress Mr. Pocock, who 
saw him when he was visiting 
England. as 
“T am absolutely convinced,

Referring to the words and 
sentences spoken by trained 
ravens and parrots, Mr. Pocock 
said many people ~believed that 
they understood what they were 
saying, because very often the " 
words they uttered were so ex- 
traordinarily, appropriate. It 
was, of course, a case of pure _ 
mimicry. . 

The .monkey, he ‘considered, 
was a very much over-rated 
animal as regards its intelligence. 
On account of its human appear. ° 
ance and power to use its hands, 
it was credited with a greater 
amount of intelligence than it 
possessed. If a dog-had hands 
like a monkey it would probably 
do the same things, . 

In support of that view, Mr 
Pocock mentioned éq' interesting 
experiment made by a gentleman 
who wished tu test the monkey's 
imitative powers and capacity 
for dealing with novel situations. 
He placed some bananas inside 
a glass cylinder that was fastened 
down horizontally in their cage. 
The cylinder was too small ‘for 
them to enter, and the only way 
to get the bananas was‘to push or 
pull them downto the mouth by 
means of a'stick, This was done 
repeatedly by.. the gentleman, - 
while the, monkeys, watched him 
with serious eyes that appeared 
to. -be the very seat of wisdom;

RESCUE BY SCCCESFUL 
EXPEDIENT, 
"Details of a thrilling ‘rescue 


tic were given at South Shields 
recently by Captain Potts, of the 
London steamer Lamington, who 
steered his ship to the aid of the 
barque Oceano and rescued the 
crew of eleven men. The Océano 
had encountered the full force. of 
the gale, and after a severe buffet- 


sprang a leak. For five days the 
crew worked heroically at the 
pumps to keep the vessel afloat, 
but these eventually failed, and 
the men had almost given up hope 
when the Lamington hove in sight 
and responded to their signals. 
Owing to the abnormally high 
seas a rescue was impossible. 
Captam Potts, however, ordered 
a large quantity ofoil to he pour- 
ed on the water, and the subduing 
of the waves by this means ren- 
dered a rescue practicable. 


U.S LIQUOR LAWS AND FOREIGN 
SHIPS. 

The United States rejoices in 
the possession of a number of 
laws which heve been put in force 
regardless of the rights of foreig- 
ners in ships visiting U.S. ports. 
some of which are particularly 
aimed atthe shipping trade. The 
latest of these obnoxiots laws is 
that prohibiting the use of liquors 
(which are denied importation) on 
foreign ships while they remain 
in port, the law stipulating that 
these shall be scaled up. This 
course having been ‘followed in 
the case of a French vessel, the 
French Ambassador protested 
to the State Department on 
ground that the owners 
of the vessel had agreed to serve
